LEGISLATION Stood by in the Capitol 


for any possible assistance required in connection with the Giaimo 
amendment to the Defense Appropriations bill which would require a 
line item in the bill for CIA. After extended discussion, which started 
late yesterday, ceased at 6:00 p. m. , arid then resumed at 10:00 a. m. 
to 1:00 p.m., the Giaimo amendment was defeated by a vote of 26 7 to 
147. The major comments against the amendment were made by 
Representatives George Mahon (D. , Texas), Lucien Nedzi (D. , Mich.), 
Jack Edwards (R. , Ala.), C. W. Bill Young (R., Fla.), Jack Kemp 
(R. , N. Y.), and J. Kenneth Robinson (R. , Va..). The principal 
arguments against the amendment were: disclosure of trends; a 
first step leading to further disclosures; it would not provide any more 
information than is now available to the members; the figure would 
be meaningless without disclosure of its components which would be 
required to defend against cuts and increases, and finally, any decision 
would be premature since the Select Commij.te.es. ....were studying this issue
